Domark's Rugby - The World Cup is played from a Kick-Off style 
bird's-eye view, complete with radar in the top-left hand portion 
ol the screen. One or two players can choose their favourite teams, 
replay memorable matches from the World Cup in a single match 
or play the entire tournament.

a few goes, this can play hell on your arm. There aren't 
too many rugby sims on computer; unfortunately, this 
one Is destined to be forgotten quite rapidly, due to Its 
unremarkable gameplay.
